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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 CFR 1 . 137(b), filed on March 8, 2001, to 
revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

This application had become abandoned on August 2, 2000 for failure to timely reply to the final 
Office action mailed on May 1, 2000, which set a three (3)-month shortened statutory period for 
reply. No extensions of time for reply under 37 CFR 1 , 136(a) were obtained. On January 17, 
2001, prior to the January 3 1, 2001 mailing of the Notice of Abandonment, Petitioner filed a 
petition under 37 CFR 1. 137(b) to revive this application. However, the required reply under 37 
CFR 1 .137(b)(1)* was not submitted wdth that petition, resulting in the dismissal of that petition 
on February 23, 2001. 

With the instant renewed petition, petitioner submitted a copy of a continuation application under 
37 CFR 1.53(b). This continuation application, accompanied with a copy of Express Mail Receipt 
dated January 17, 2001, apparently had been mailed to an incorrect mail box of the OflHce, along 
with the $1,510 check for covering the basic filing fee for the continuation application and the 
extra claims fee. 

The above-identified application is being revived solely for purposes of continuity. As continuity 
has been established by this decision reviving the application, the application is again abandoned in
